At thie same time I am sorry to 
aay it is neglected by both the Local 
Government and the County Council, 
although L am informed it was adopted 
asa County Read some twelve years.ago, 
and was lately recommended by the 
good authority of the County Surveyer 
as being the most practicable route fora 
permanent read, yet in face of this at 
the last meeting of the County Council 
they adopted what is known as the Snow 
Road also asa County Road, Now, Mt. 
Exlitor, what I wish to show is th» in- 
justice done to the early settlers by this 
act of the County Oonneil: I am in- 
formed that all township lines, or rather 
boundary lines, become County Roads, 
Now the greater portion of the old Hast- 
ings Roal is on the boundary line be- 
tween the townships of Lake and Tudor, 
and, as I learn, the County has only ex- 
pended a grant on one of two of the 
bridges ia all that time, yet they will 
asenme a road that at the present time 
will cost more for bridges than would 
put the old road in a good passable state 
of repair. In fact the settlers are mak.

bers to make and improve the old road, 
and I am satisfied if the matter was
